Co , the Chase National bank and 
five Swedish 
banking concerns to 
show cause why they should not be 
restrained from paying $1,500,000 in ­ 
terest on G erm an Reich bonds to 
anyone but the receiver. 
Deposited Bonds to Own Coedit 
The com plaint 
set forth 
th a t 
K reuger, ruler of a vast m atch em ­ 
pire at th e tim e of his death, "did 
abstract, remove and take away” the 
bonds, and “did deposit them to his 
own credit unlawfully and w ithout 
any w arran t” with the Skandina- 
viska K reditaktie Bolaget, one of his 
m anifold enterprises. 
Subsequently, it was set forth, the 
deposit of certificates to K reuger’* 
credit was divided among a num ber 
of his other corporations. 
Paym ent of $1,500,000 as a sem i­ 
annual installm ent of interest on the 
$50,000,000 block of stock became due 
Friday, and, in the absence of Judge 
M ack’s action, coupons on the issue 
would have been redeemable a t the 
offices of the Chase National bank, 
acting in a fiduciary capacity for the 
G erm an government. 
Plans to Enter Suits 
In granting the m otion Judge 
Mack issued an order to show cause 
next Tuesday and authorized a tem ­ 
porary injunction prohibiting the 
defendants from taking any steps to 
pay th e interest. 
It was learned tonight th a t the 
Irving T rust company will institute 
suits here and abroad to recover the 
block of bonds from the In te rn a ­ 
tional and the interest paid thereon 
since K reuger allegedly appropriated 
them , taking the stand they still are 
the property of International M atch.

Germany’s salvation in the reich- 
stag election of July 31. 
The voting, boskier choosin- com­ 
bers for a new lower house of the 
federal legislature, will test popu­ 
lar reaction to President von Hin- 
denburg’s rather summary dismissal 
ol the cabinet oI Heinrich B ru n ­ 
ing. 
It will also furnish another meas­ 
ure of the growth of the extreme 
nationalistic doctrines preached by 
Adolf Hitler anc! Alfred Hugenberg, 
proponents of ‘ the good old days’ 
when the Hohenzollerns ruled. 
Seven of the parties—leiVk-t and 
centrist—are international minded; 
ten to the right are nationalistic, 
at least for domestic consumption. 
Hitler Leads Socialists 
The 
nationals, 
besides 
Hitler’s 
national socialists and Hugenberg’s 
plain nationalists, include the peo­ 
ple’s, farmers’ and economic parties 
and other minor bourgeois groups, 
all of whom are clamoring for a 
reti rn of ‘‘the old Pr ussian spirit." 
T hat phrase means “Down with 
cfimocracy!” but whether a Hitler 
dictatorship 
or 
a 
Hohenzollern 
monarchy is the ultimate aim, is 
uncertain. 
The internationals embrace such 
widely divergent groups as the com­ 
munists, the social democrats, the 
socialist labor party, the Catholic
